An official CDC health advisory... 

How to handle anthrax & other biological agent threats 


According to the Center for Disease Control (CDC), 
many facilities in communities around the country 
have received anthrax threat letters. Most were empty 
envelopes; some have contained powdery sub¬ 
stances. 

The Agawam Fire Department wants to notify the 
public that the purpose of the following CDC guide¬ 
lines is to recommend procedures for handling such 
incidents. 

DO NOT PANIC 

1. Anthrax organisms can cause infection in the 
skin, gastrointestinal system, or the lungs. To do so, 
the organism must be rubbed into abraded skin, swal¬ 
lowed, or inhaled as a fine, aerosolized mist. Disease 
can be prevented after exposure to the anthrax 
spores by early treatment with the appropriate antibi¬ 
otics. Anthrax is not spread from one person to anoth¬ 
er person. 

2. For anthrax to be effective as a covert agent, it 
must be aerosolized into very small particles. This is 
difficult to do, and requires a great deal of technical 
skill and special equipment. If these small particles 


are inhaled, life-threatening lung infection can occur, 
but prompt recognition and treatment are effective. 

SUSPICIOUS UNOPENED LETTER OR PACK¬ 
AGE MARKED WITH THREATENING MESSAGE 
SUCH AS “ANTHRAX” 

1. Do not shake or empty the contents of any sus¬ 
picious envelope or package. 

2. PLACE the envelope or package in a plastic bag 
or some other type of container to prevent leakage of 
contents. 

3. If you do not have any container, then COVER 
the envelope or package with anything (e.g., clothing, 
paper, trash can, etc.) and do not remove this cover. 

4. Then LEAVE the room and CLOSE the door, or 
section off the area to prevent others from entering 
(i.e., keep others away). 

5. WASH your hands with soap and water to pre¬ 
vent spreading any powder to your face. 

6. What to do next... 

* If you are at HOME, then report the incident to 
local police. 


* If you are at WORK, then report the incident to 
local police, and notify your building security official or 
an available supervisor. 

7. LIST all people who were in the room or area 
when this suspicious letter or package was recog¬ 
nized. Give this list to both the local public health 
authorities and law enforcement officials for follow-up 
investigations and advice. 

WHAT TO LOOK FOR IN A “SUSPICIOUS” LET¬ 
TER OR PACKAGE 

* Excessive weight. 

* Lopsided or uneven envelope. 

* Protruding wires or aluminum foil. 

* Excessive security material such as masking 
tape, string, etc. 

* Visual distractions. 

* A ticking sound. 

* Marked with restrictive endorsements such as 
“Personal” or “Confidential.” 

* Shows a city or state in the postmark that does 
not match the return address.

Costume Design 

* Only fire-retardant materials should be used for 
costumes. 

* Costumes should not be so long that they are a 
tripping hazard. 

* Choose outfits made with light-colored materials. 
Strips of retro-reflective tape should be used to make 
children even more visible. 

* For youngsters under the age of 12, attach their 
name, address, and telephone number to their 
clothes, but not in an easily visible place. 

* Secure hats so they will not slip over children’s 
eyes. 

Face Design 

* Masks can obstruct vision. Facial makeup is 
safer, more colorful, and more comfortable. 

* When buying special Halloween makeup, read 
the manufacturer’s list of ingredients and chemical 
analysis, and follow the instructions for application. 

Accessories 

* Knives, swords, and other accessories should be 
made from cardboard or flexible materials. Do not 
allow children to carry sharp objects. 

* Bags or sacks carried by youngsters should be 
light-colored, or designed or trimmed with retro-reflec¬ 
tive tape if trick-or-treaters are allowed out after dark. 

* Carrying flashlights will help children see better 
and be seen by drivers. 

Also, parents should accompany young trick-or- 
treaters and remind older youngsters to visit only the 
homes of neighbors they know who have an outside 
light on. 

Motorists also need to use caution on Halloween 
night by slowing down in residential neighborhoods, 
and watching carefully for children walking, stated 
Summers. 

Above all, parents should tell their children to bring 
their treats home before eating them, cautioned 
Summers. 

According to the Massachusetts Poison Control 
Center, bringing candy or other treats for x-ray is 
strongly discouraged. Many substances cannot be 
detected by this method, and x-raying is no guarantee 
of safety and is costly in terms of health resources, 
without benefit to the public.

A recent column of mine covered chiropractic treat¬ 
ment relative to the rough sport of football.

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Melconian announces 
Senate passage of 
contraceptives bill 

Senate Majority Leader Linda J. Melconian (D- 
Springfield) is pleased to announce that the 
Massachusetts Senate has just unanimously 
engrossed legislation that requires health insurers to 
provide coverage of contraceptive drugs and services 
and hormone replacement therapy. 

“Contraceptive coverage for women is a simple 
matter of justice and equality," said Senator 
Melconian. 

“For more than 30 years of a woman’s life, there is 
little more important to her than maintaining her repro¬ 
ductive health.” 

The bill limits coverage to contraceptive drugs or 
methods approved by the U.S. Food and Drug 
Administration. 

Health plans offered by churches or church-con¬ 
trolled organizations, as defined by the federal tax 
code, are exempt. 

Every other New England state requires contra¬ 
ceptive coverage, as do California, Delaware, 
Georgia, Hawaii, Iowa, Maryland, Montana, Nevada, 
New Mexico, North Carolina, Texas, Virginia and 
Washington. 

According to the Alan Guttmacher Institute, which 
performs reproductive health research and analysis, 
every $1 spent for contraceptive services saves $3 in 
public funds that would have been needed to provide 
prenatal and newborn medical care. 

While over 900,000 women in Massachusetts need 
contraceptive services and supplies, Massachusetts 
ranks only 36th nationally in providing these services. 

The bill has received support from the following 
organizations: 

The Massachusetts National Abortion and 
Reproductive Rights Action League (“MASS 
NARAL”), the Caucus of Women Legislators, and the 
Massachusetts’ chapters of Planned Parenthood, the 
American Civil Liberties Union, League of Women 
Voters, American Association of University Women, 
Coalition for Choice, National Association of Women, 
Women’s Political Caucus, and Religious Coalition for 
Reproductive Choice. 

"Contraceptive coverage is the most important 
health issue for women from 15 to 50,” said 
Melconian. 

“It affects their jobs, their marriage, their sense of 
self-worth - every aspect of their lives. It is an outrage 
that it requires legislative action to provide such a 
basic health service.”

My wife, Mary Ellen (Mellon), and I have been 
co-authors of a book about life with our second 
child, Julia Gene. We’ve chosen to share our story 
of love with you each week over these several 
months. We are nearing the final chapter. Last 
time, Mellon shared her reflections leading up to 
the actual burial service. She spoke of her 
heartache and special connection with friends 
and family that had gathered to celebrate Julia’s 
life at “Julia s Place. ” 

Chapter Eleven - Julia’s Place (part three) 

Tues. - Day 15 

Our supportive gathering were all standing silently 
around the grave side, awaiting the beginning of the 
service. Our minister and friend, Kyle, led us in prayer 
as the moist dark blue clouds hung low to the ground. 
They reflected the dark struggle we were feeling, 
along with their white-trimmed outline (capturing our 
hopefulness Looking out over the vast cemetery, I 
could see the large pine trees standing tall with us, as 
if accounting for all those who weren’t able to attend. 
The clouds embraced us with their awesome beauty. 
The heavens were present with all her goodness! 

We gathered to celebrate our own life and Julia’s 
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life with us. This morning, no one person reflected this 
life more then Mellon. I captured this vision alive in her 
eyes. She described to me how the grave side serv¬ 
ice invited her to revisit the precious moments of deep 
intimacy with herself, Julia, and friends. She coura¬ 
geously moved into this moment feeling like she was 
letting go, saying good-bye and experiencing both the 
end of a journey and a beginning of another. 

Mellon and I both felt the deep struggle that we 
wouldn't be strong enough to take in the vast experi¬ 
ence before us. This day offered us the opportunity to 
claim the genuine presence and support of all those 
gathered. It challenged us to join and share with oth¬ 
ers our common sense of grief. It was a day to truly 
“own” the precious reality that Julia did exist, is real, 
and is still with us! Julia is today our 10 year-old 
daughter, second child of five, and is included in our 
lives every day. 

Midway through the service, Mellon claimed a visi¬ 
bility that was a source of great anxiety. I had invited 
her to read Julia’s poem - BUBBLES. Just the night 
before, she came and stood by my shaking side as I 
struggled to share the intimate relationship with Julia 
that this poem offers. Now, I was by her side, as her 
voice trembled with love. She describes her experi¬ 
ence of reading BUBBLES as "waves of emotion 
broke through me like high-tide waves relentlessly 
crashing on the shore. I will know Julia in a different 
way now. Physically, she is gone. Her bubbles are no 
more and she is forever in my heart.” 

Not unlike Julia’s Farewell song from the motion 
picture, Heart and Soul, that we played the night 
before, this grave side service had its own move¬ 
ments. Culminating the crescendo of life and death 
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side by side was singing the Salve Regina by two of 
my seminary buddies and myself. We had sung this 
song in seminary nearly every day for over a decade 
or more. Since leaving seminary, none of us had sung 
this love song for nearly two decades. Our voices had 
a collective quiver, and our recall of Latin was like get¬ 
ting on a bike after many years. No rendition was as 
moving and meaningful to me as this day. 

Mellon captured the moment by saying, “It brought 
me so much comfort! Their voices were so sweet, 
strong and sincere. Tears flowed across the adjoining 
plots. Their love for the song, one another and Julia 
was a fitting conclusion to the service. This was one of 
those special ‘gift’ moments from God. A true farewell 
to Julia!” 

A final benediction sent us quietly scattering toward 
our vehicles. I walked arm-in-arm with Mellon, feeling 
our connection and collective "numbness" as we 
walked away from our precious gift - Julia Gene. 
Just at that moment, the skies opened up and shed 
her tears on Julia’s Place.

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Cooking with cabbage... 

Do you like stuffed cabbage? This wonderful food 
has so many variations. I am going to give you two, 
but take a hint from me - change these around to fit 
your taste. 

I start off by coring and cutting my cabbage in half. 
Boil the leaves until tender in salted water. Remove 
them from the water so they do not turn into mush, 
and then you can fill them after. I make one recipe 
that is 2/3 rice and 1/3 meat. I prefer Uncle Ben’s to 
any other rice out there. 

Mix 2C cooked rice with 1C cooked ground meat 
(you can use just beef or a mixture; however, sausage 
adds a nice taste to this dish). Now, add just enough 
spagetti sauce to moisten throughout. Take a cab¬ 
bage leaf and fill with the mixture, then place into a 
baking dish. Do this until your pan is full. 

Pour a small amount of sauce over the cabbage 
rolls. Add a little brown sugar, and now bake them at 
350 degrees until completely heated through (about 
45 minutes). The next filling is an all-meat variety. I 
use 2/3 ground beef (90% lean) and 1/3 hot Italian 
sausage. Into this mixture, I add a cup of shredded 
chedder cheese and a little Parmesan cheese (no

I can’t very well write a Halloween article without 
suggesting something for the horror fans' palates. 
This film plays very much like a B-movie and inten¬ 
tionally so. A young man, Charly, becomes convinced 
that his neighbor is a vampire. When his suspicions 
are realized, he enlists the aid of a man named Peter 
Vincent (played by Roddy McDowall) to help hunt the 
vampire. 

As I stated, the film does play very much like a B- 
movie in that it uses all the contrived horror film tactics 
to generate shocks. What makes this film fun is the 
underlying aura of horror and fear that definitely pres¬ 
ents itself. 

Also of interest is the use of comic relief in the film 
(so much of it that I hesitate to call it “relief’). Humor 
and suspense are used consistently, which shrouds 
the only average production value of the film from the 
scrutiny of the viewer.

in this dish, not butter. Start off by heating 2 or 3 TB of 
margarine in a very large pan. Now, into the pan goes 
one medium head of cabbage (cored and slivered) 
and one very large onion (again, cored and slivered). 
Season with salt and pepper. 

Continue to fry this cabbage until it is browned. This 
will release the sugars in the cabbage and the onion. 
You will need to add more margarine; you want the 
cabbage wet with margarine! While the cabbage is 
cooking, you need to boil a package of egg noodles or 
- better yet - make some yourself using that Atlas 


machine that you bought at Milano’s downtown. 

When the cabbage is cooked, add the cooked noo¬ 
dles and saute together. This is nice when served with 
a good kielbasa or Italian sausages. Here is an easy 
way to make creamed spinich to go with this dish (one 
package of spinich fresh or frozen). 

If fresh, saute in butter; if frozen, just microwave the 
spinich. When cooked or heated through, add one can 
of cream-of-mushroon soup; season with some black 
pepper (but add no salt). Transfer to a buttered baking 
dish, and sprinkle the top with crushed potato chips 
and bake until top is golden brown.

AHS’s Richard Joseph 
devotes his skiMs to his pupils 
as science continues to expand

(Editor's Note: Beginning this week, “Teacher 
Feature" will become a regular feature in The 
Agawam Advertiser News. Our new column will spot¬ 
light outstanding educators in the Agawam School 
Department, and we are proud to launch the column 
with long-time Agawam High School science teacher 
Richard Joseph.) 

Richard Joseph of Agawam, who is the academic 
coordinator for the Science Department as well as a 
science teacher at Agawam High School, said he 
started teaching when he was 21 years-old and he’s 
been a teacher all his life. 

Joseph said he has been teaching for 34 years 
(since 1968) after graduating from Cathedral High 
School and Westfield State College. 

“I received a great education from Cathedral and 
then I went on to attend Westfield State College 
(WSC),” Joseph said. 

When Joseph attended WSC, he received his 
bachelor’s degree of science, which was a “special 
major to prepare science teachers.” 

Joseph's education also includes a master’s 
degree in science teaching from American 
International College (AIC). 

Although Joseph said he has no other “formal 
degrees,” he said he continues to study science regu¬ 
larly as it continues to grow with technology. 

“Science is expanding faster than you can learn it,” 
Joseph said. "I am constantly learning, as well as my 
students are.” 

For example in 1992, Joseph spent the summer at 
Princeton College in New Jersey, where he studied 
biology ethics. Then for the following three summers, 
Joseph went to Hampshire College in Amherst and 
Bates College in Maine to study genetic engineering. 

In addition to many other studies, Joseph men¬ 
tioned that he took computer courses at Springfield 
Technical Community College (STCC) to “keep cur¬ 
rent with computer technology and how it applies to 
the classroom.” 

Due to the ever-changing and increasing technolo¬ 
gy, Joseph devotes a great deal of his time to profes¬ 
sional development by taking courses and research¬ 
ing science. 

According to him, the greatest challenge he faces 
as a science teacher is his determination to stay cur¬ 
rent with the subject matter, and that is one of the 
main reasons he needs continual professional devel-

opment. 

When asked what he likes most about teaching, 
Joseph said he enjoys many aspects. 

“I enjoy working with the high school age group," 
Joseph said. “I interact with students at a time in their 
lives when they are deciding what colleges and cours¬ 
es to take.” 

Teaching science applies to “virtually everyone’s 
lives," he noted. “I also like working with other good 
teachers. That is fun! I do not teach for the money. 


Nobody would go into teaching for the money.” 

Joseph said the most difficult part of teaching is 
making sure to meet all the needs of your students. 

“When you teach at a one-to-one ratio, it's much 
different than teaching a class of 25 or more stu¬ 
dents," Joseph said. “It’s difficult, since each student 
has different needs and interests, and it's not always 
easy to do this.” 

Joseph tries to accomplish meeting the needs of all 
his students by varying teaching styles and applying a 
range of topics. 

“The number one thing is to try to be sensitive to 
what the student’s needs are, as well as the state- 
mandated requirements," Joseph said. “It is a 
teacher’s responsibility to provide all needs to each 
student." 

Joseph also talked about what he thinks is the most 
interesting fact written about science: “Nothing in biol¬ 
ogy makes sense except in light of evolution,” wrote 
Theodosius Dobzhansky in the 1900’s. 

Joseph said that quote gets to the core of every¬ 
thing that happens in the universe. 

In relation to this, Joseph told us, “No structure or 
function or behavior is good or bad in itself, only good 
in the area of natural selection. Everything we look at 
in biology is equated to that and it has profound impli¬ 
cations everywhere; that quote can be flexible in value 
for survival." 

Joseph also commented on the lack of teacher 
contracts in the Agawam School System. 

“The Town of Agawam can afford to pay its teach¬ 
ers better, and they can't afford to not pay us more 
because there is competition to teach in other towns,” 
Joseph said. “The real emphasis is the quality of 
teaching in Agawam. The staff needs to be main¬ 
tained. 

“I enjoy living in Agawam because it’s comfortable 
and a short commute to work every day,” Joseph said 
jokingly. “It saves on fuel from a global perspective." 

Joseph said his wife, Margaret, is also a science

Rosemary Sandlin, a member of the Agawam 
School Committee, recently participated in a 12-state 
school leadership summit organized by the National 
School Boards Association for members of its 
Northeast Region. Ms. Sandlin was representing the 
Massachusetts Association for School Committees, 
on whose board of directors she currently serves as 
President-Elect. 

The three-day program (convened in Palisades, 
New York) identified some of the key issues for 
today’s school leaders, including promoting higher 
student achievement and encouraging increased pro¬ 
fessional development and greater parental involve¬ 
ment. 

Presenters from the National School Boards 
Association executive staff and St. John’s University 
provided updates on reauthorization of the 
Elementary and Secondary Education Act; special 
education initiatives before Congress; and proposed 
school voucher legislation. Participants attended ses¬ 
sions on school board development and self-assess¬ 
ment, and the importance of using tools such as voice 
polls and case studies to bolster communications, 
promote collaboration, and improve the quality of 
decision-making and problem-solving. 

Ms. Sandlin, a long-standing advocate for partici¬ 
pation and inclusion in the Agawam community, 
reported, “Many of the topics we addressed have 
important implications for School Committees at the 
local, state, and national levels. As we insist on high¬ 
er standards and increased accountability for stu¬ 
dents and staff, we also need to reflect on how our 
policy and management decisions support and further 
these goals.”

Committee (1980-91, 1996-present), Ms. Sandlin has 
served as the committee’s secretary, vice-chair, and 
chair (as well as on many of its subcommittees).

Last-minute touchdown pushes 
Agawam High football over Cathedral, 25-24 


If you were looking for thrillville this past weekend, 
you found it last Saturday afternoon (October 20th) up 
at Cathedral High School. In what had to be one of the 
best high school football games in Western Mass., 
Agawam High beat the Panthers , 25-24. 

It was the first win for the Brownies over Cathedral 
in four years, and only the second time they’d beaten 
the Panthers in the last 16 seasons. Agawam would 
rise to 3-4 and took its second straight AA Conference 
victory. Cathedral would sink to 1-6. 

This one had enough drama to fix up the football 
faithful for some time to come - offense, defense, 
blown chances, great plays, and a big Brownie come¬ 
back. 

Even before the battle was joined, Agawam Coach 
Tad Desautels (sitting in his office last week) looked at 
his scouting reports and smiled thinly, saying, “This 
will be a great match-up. I’m looking for a good one 
here.” What an understatement that was. 

Good? How about great! 

Agawam got the ball first on another splendid day 
for football in these parts. The Panthers’ defense was 
up to the task, and Agawam punted the ball away. 

It was now the host’s turn and they took care of 
business in short order. Behind junior tailback Ryan 
Caulfield (who came into the game averaging 7.6 
yards a carry), the Panthers marched 72 yards in five 
plays, with Caulfield taking it over from the Brownie 
one to go up, 6-0. The extra point (kicked by Caulfield) 
made it 7-0, Panthers. 

Agawam had an answer in the form of junior quar¬ 
terback Joe Clark, who would gain 172 yards and 
score three TDs on 11 carries. (Clark now has 13 on 
the season.) 

His very first effort from scrimmage after the 
Panthers’ kickoff to the Brownie 30 hit paydirt - a 70- 
yard gem up the middle, helped by a Vinnie Tirone 
block that saw the Brownies get some of it back with 
3 minutes off the clock.

Cathedral (which, after the game, Desautels called 
the best 1-6 team in the AA Conference) pinned its 
ears back and went from the Agawam 40 after a great 
kickoff return by senior Derek Sibilia (the TD saving 
tackle was made by sophomore Brendan Cayer). 

Sibilia and Caulfield teamed up along the next 
march with a 16-yard pass play to bring the ball to 
Agawam’s one-yard line. Caulfield ran it in and kicked 
the extra point to give his club a 14-6 lead. 

That’s the way the first quarter ended. But the 
Brownies had the ball going into the second 12 min¬ 
utes. 

However, they coughed it up after getting to the 
Panthers’ 23. 

Cathedral, deciding to go airborne, got some big 
pressure from Tony Carestia and Mike Locke and 
gave the ball back on downs. 

So what happens? Agawam has the ball on its 30. 
Clark keeps the ball on first and 10, and 70 yards later 
he’s back in the end zone. The run came off of some 
great right-side blocking. 

One kid who had something to do with it was soph¬ 
omore tackle Dustin Hebert (5’ 9”, 250 pounds), filling 
in for the injured veteran Joe Kocot.

Score important 1-0 victory over Tale of two halves 

Minnechaug at Harmon Smith goes to ELM girls’

Make no mistake about this - Tuesday night’s 1-0 
win over Kurty-Fielding foe Minnechaug Regional by 
the Agawam High girls’ soccer team at Harmon Smith 
Field put the brakes on last week's three-game skid 
and firmly gives the Brownies some lift in their step as 
the Division I tournament draws near. 

Agawam clinched second place at 5-2-2 in the 
Kurty-Fielding Division (9-4-4 overall) while the 
Falcons, last year’s Division I runners-up, fell to 4-3-1 
(two losses to AHS; 5-5-4 overall) and are still on the 
tournament bubble with three games to go. 

At presstime, the Brownies travel to Amherst for 
their last regular-season game, and a victory would 
put them at a pretty nifty 10-4-4 and seemingly poised 
to accept a decent seed in the Division I field (eight 
teams go to the quarterfinals - the top four seeds get 
home games). 

A win over Amherst should give the tournament 
selection committee plenty to ponder when consider¬ 
ing the Brownies (although you never know; a low 
seed would be unfair for this team which owns wins 
over Fab Five top-ranked Cathedral and second- 
ranked Longmeadow). 

The Brownies came into the Falcons’ game after an 
ugly, 3-3 tie vs. Holyoke, followed by more gridlock vs. 
Amherst, 1-1. At least against the Hurricanes, the 
Brownies dominated. They fell, 1-0 to division champ 
East Longmeadow (see related story) last Friday in a 
tale of two halves - the.first was a demolition job on 
AHS by ELM. The second 40 minutes saw the 
Brownies attacking with ferocity and taking control of 
the game, but they could not puncture the ELM goal. 

Against the Falcons (a team the Brownies had 
defeated earlier this month by an identical 1-0 count), 
emotions were high because this was “Senior Night." 
The seven seniors on the team - Amanda Blair (co¬ 
captain), Jill Lawson (co-captain), Desiree Marsili (co¬ 
captain), Jessica Newalu, Erin Gloster, Jenna Shea, 
and Katelyn Tierney - were honored with family mem¬ 
bers prior to the start of the game. 

Tierney received the biggest applause. She’s been 
out virtually the entire season due to illness, but she 
did suit-up and was able to be in the starting line-up 
(even if it was for a few short moments). 

The lone score vs. Minnechaug came with just 2:15 
left in the half. Two very good freshman players 
teamed for this one. With the ball on the right side of 


the box, Tiffany Manzi (six goals, four assists) sent a 
pass to the top to midfielder Elise Davilli. She fired a 
rising shot that found the upper-right corner for her 
third goal of the season. 

Up to that point, the game was entertaining a parti¬ 
san and vocal crowd. 

The Falcons had their best chance of the game just 
a minute in when a hard shot on the ground nicked the 
right post and sophomore goalie Megan Gloster was 
able to pounce on the loose ball before Coach Laura 
Wray-Ramos was presented an early nightmare. 

The Brownies (six shots in all) had the territorial 
advantage vs. the Falcons, who love to pack in the 
defense and use their midfield and forwards to run 
after balls with pretty good speed. 

With Gloster registering her fifth shutout of the sea¬ 
son, she was protected by a stingy defense spear¬ 
headed by junior stopper Danielle Cirillo and frosh full¬ 
back Lauren Peltier. Blair (sweeper) and Marsili (full¬ 
back) also played well. 

The second half was more intense with the Falcons 
from time to time gaining the advantage. Gloster was 
called on to make saves during several tense 
moments, but her ability to catch the ball without giv¬ 
ing up rebounds continues to impress. 

The Brownies had an array of corner kicks in the 
second half served up by Davilli. On one, Peltier came 
roaring in from 25 yards and carved some space 
about 10 yards out to launch a header that just missed 
the upper-left corner. 

Another saw junior center-forward Kaitlin Sardella 
weave through the melee and redirect one off her 
knee as the ball just whistled by the post.

For 52 minutes and 16 seconds on Monday after¬ 
noon, the Agawam High boys’ soccer team played 
tough East Longmeadow even-up over at the 
Spartans’ place.

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the two-yard line with the rushing of RBs Jim Mackin 
Colin Hensel, and Nick Sliech. The Warriors marched 
the ball to the Wilbraham 30-yard line.
